Gun linked to 'family' 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The gun used 
in the attempted assassination of Presi­ 
dent Ford was given to suspect Lynette 
"Squeaky” From me by Harold Boro, 66. 
a "sugar daddy” to members of the 
Manson "fam ily,” it was disclosed to­ 
day. 


U.S. Attorney D. Dwayne Keyes 
revealed Boro’s identity, but refused to 
elaborate on his relationship with Miss 
Fromme, 26. charged with the attempted 
murder of the President. 


However, a state government source 
said intelligence reports indicated Boro 
was "a sugar daddy to those people, 
probably a source of their money.” 
Former neighbors of Boro said Miss 
Fromme visited the elderly man on at 
least three occasions, and he apparently 
loaned his Cadillac to her and later 


purchased a red 1973 Volkswagen for her 
after she wrecked the Cadillac. 
Pam Cooper, daughter of Boro’s 
former landlady, said he described the 
gun as a "World War II keepsake.’’ 
He moved July 12 from Sacramento to 
the Gold Rush community of Jackson, 
about 40 miles southeast of Sacramento. 
Sandra Good, a fellow Manson cultist 
and Miss Fromme’s roomate, was asked 
about Boro’s relationship with the two 
women, and replied: "That’s none of 
your business.” 


The gun, a 45-caliber automatic pistol, 
did not fire. Authorities said there was 
no bullet in the firing chamber. 


Keyes said Boro has been interviewed 
by F B I agents, but that there are no 
plans to file charges against him at this 
time. 


Boro was not available for comment 
The name "Boro” previousy had 
entered the case on the envelope of a let­ 
ter written by convicted mass murderer 
Charles Manson on Aug. 23 from San 
Quentin Prison to several state 
legislators. The name "Kay Boro” and a 
Sacramento address were on the 
envelope. 
It was not known immediately whether 
Kay and Harold Boro were related. 


Meanwhile, California Attorney 
General Evelle Younger said the Secret 
Service apparently did not contact state 
o fficials about Miss From m e’s 
background prior to the incident. 
Earlier, Keyes said the gun’s owner 
was aware Miss Fromme had the pistol 
in her possession But Keyes refused to 
disclose the owner’s name, saying wily 


"We do not believe it (the weapon) has a 
criminal history." 
He did confirm today a report by 
columnist Jack Anderson that the gun 
was owned by Harold Boro, but provided 
scant additional details. 
The gun was manufactured in 1911 and 
sold as government surplus in 1913 The 
Army in recent years has stopped selling 
handguns as surplus, said Rex D. Davis, 
director of the Treasury Department’s 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Fi­ 
rearms 
"Generally, they are reducing them 
for scrap now so that they can’t be 
repaired,” Davis said. 
He also said the Colt 45 is "not really a 
highly popular crime gun. It’s rather 
large, and not easily concealed. It would 
not be. I think the choice of guns for 
women.”

County Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd 
was asked to comment and said he had 
"checked and found funding is now 
available.” Public Works Department 
official Vern Bugh told the board he felt 
the low bid was a "good one and we 
recommend it be accepted.” 
Board chairman Francis H. Beattie 
was called upon to sign the contract. 


W et blanket 
on county plan 
to sell water 


County water officials were told Mon­ 
day that according to the provisions of a 
contract with the state the county cannot 
transfer its State Project water entitle­ 
ments without state approval. 
The County Water Agency directors — 
who make up the Board of Supervisors — 
received the advice from Assistant 
County Counsel Robert Curiel. 
It seemed to dash hopes of Agency 
chairman Harrell Fletcher and others on 
the board that the county might be able 
to go ahead and temporarily sell its en­ 
titlement to a Kern County water 
purveyor, thereby recouping heavy an­ 
nual State water insurance costs that 
eventually will run to $1 million or so a 
year. 
Some county officials have explained 
they wish to transfer such entitlements 
until the day State Project water can be 
utilized here. Others who opposed State 
water feel that such transfers will help 
the county reduce its rising county 
property tax rate at this time. 
Curiel told the water agency directors 
an examination of the contract — as 
ordered by the directors Aug. 26 — made 
it clear the state would have to approve 
such a pact and could set conditions if it 
gave approval. 
Meanwhile, State Department of 
Water Resources director Rob Robie has 
refused to allow Santa Barbara or San 
Luis Obispo counties to go ahead under 
any transfer plan, pending a statewide 
review of the situation. It is not known 
how long such a review will take. 


First calm night 
in Louisville 


LO UISVILLE, Ky. (U PI) — Louisville 
experienced its first calm night Monday 
since a massive court-ordered busing 
plan went into effect last week, but of­ 
ficials said strict security will continue. 
There were no major incidents 
reported at the 165 schools involved in 
the desegregation plan at the beginning 
of the first full week of classes for 22,600 
children who are being bused away from 
their neighborhood schools. 
Class attendance increased, although 
antibusing forces called for a boycott to 
continue. 
"Total vigilance will be maintained 
during the next few days,” Jefferson 
County Judge Todd Hollenbach and 
Louisville Mayor Harvey Sloane an­ 
nounced Monday night. 
Law enforcement officials will con­ 
tinue to ride school buses and guard bus 
routes and school buildings in the city 
and county.

City to restudy 
setting up local

It was back to the drawing board today for proposed 
changes in the City of Lompoc’s, animal control ordinance 
following a public hearing that produced mixed emotions. 
The commission sent the question back to the Community 
Development Department staff, last night, for more 
research and more study on the motion of William Paulin. 
The action ended nearly two hours of debate marked by 
testimony for and against the city’s effort to wield more con­ 
trol over animals. 
Paulin called for an effort to bring more flexibility into the 
proposed ordinance; separate sections for pigeons and 
doves; separate sections and an exemption for birds of prey 
such as falcons and hawks; a reduction in the number of rab­ 
bits or chickens that can be kept on a city lot from the 
proposed 25 to six, a clarification of the distinctions between 
"fowl” and "birds” ; the creation of a 600-foot buffer zone 
between bee hives and habitation; and the assurance that 4- 
and Future Farmers of America youth can get permits for 
their farm projects without cost. 
Under the proposed ordinance, horses would be restricted 
to residential agriculture zones, open space zones or residen­ 
tial parcels of an acre or more; crowing roosters would be 
eliminated within the city and there would be a limitation of

The Teamsters won 106-51 at Don Tudor 
and Sons, a Delano Vineyard The UFW 
scored a 140-38 win at Bruch Church Inc , 
a Santa Maria vineyard, and at West 
Foods in Oxnard and Roy Smeds Grapes, 
a ranch near Fresno. The West Food 
votes was 136-39. with 9 votes for no un­ 
ion at all.

The UFW also won two uncontested

New York City’s 60,000 teachers went 
on strike against the nation’s largest 
public school system today, forcing up to 
1.1 million more children to do without 
normal classroom instruction. 
The New York strike, a continuing 
Chicago walkout and smaller strikes in 
nine other states left more than two 
million students to enjoy extended vaca­ 
tions or sit in cold or half-empty clas­ 
srooms. San Francisco also faced a 
strike threat. 
Their contract expired at 12:01 a.m. 
EDT today and New York teachers voted 
overwhelmingly to strike to protest 
layoffs, increased class sizes and a 
longer work week. 
Thousands of United Federation of 
Teachers members filled Madison 
Square Garden Monday night and others 
crowded the sidewalks surrounding the 


garden, unable to gain entrance as the 
union voted to strike. 
U FT president Albert Shanker 
predicted the strike would be 100 per 
cent effective. However, schools were 
ordered open for all but 129,000 students 
who are bused to school. The school 
board said pupils who walk, use public 
transportation or private cars were ex­ 
pected to show up. 
“ Salary is not the issue,” Shanker told 
the teachers. "The issue is conditions in 
the schools. They are a danger both to 
the babies and the babysitters and that 
we will not go for.” 
Schools were closed to 530,000 Chicago 
public school students for a fifth day to­ 
day as teachers marched picket lines. 
The governing board of the Chicago 
Teachers Union rejected the board’s 
latest contract offer Monday. Negotia­ 
tions were to resume today. 


The UFW criticized the Don Tudor and 
McSweeny vote while the Teamsters 
said the Don Tudor elections raised the 
spectre of improper signature gathering 
by the UFW 
"UFW was the petitioning union, so it 
has to have had 50 per cent authorization 
(of workers) to get on the ballot,” a 
Teamster spokesman said. "Yet they 
only came up with 51 votes, which 
signifies one more growing concern with 
the administration of the ALRA (farm 
labor law) in view of what we believe to 
be erroneous signatures and filing of 
such by the UFW ’’ 
However, a UFW spokesman said 
Tudor workers were threatened with fir­ 
ing if Chavez’ union won. 


“ Many of the workers were so 
frightened they didn’t vote,” said 
Chavez’ administrative assistant, Marc 
Grossman. "We held a majority of cards 
going into the election You don’t have 
that kind of a reversal unless there is 
something wrong.” 


Stan 
Sudran, 
another U FW 
spokesman, said the union filed unfair 
labor practice charges asking the new 
state Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board to set aside the McSweeny elec­ 
tion "because of intimidation by growers 
and their labor contractors.” He said 43

County can't order 
oil plant linkup

The county counsel’s office has advised the Board of Supervisors the county cannot 
direct Atlantic-Richfield Co. (ARCO) and Burmah Oil and Gas Co to consolidate 
their facilities in Las Flores Canyon with the proposed Exxon Co., U.S.A. facilities. 
However, the supervisors agreed to 
convene a working session of the in­ 
terested parties Sept. 16 at 9:30 a.m. in 
the County Administration Building to 
get input on facts and issues involved in 
consolidation. 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman also 
proposed with board approval that the 
board authorize chairman Francis H. 
Beattie to request of the California 
Coastal Zone Commission that Santa 
Barbara County be funded with $66,666 in 
Federal money (with $33,000 to be sup­ 
plied in local in-kind matching funds) as 
a participant in a proposed $300,000 
Federal grant study on statewide 
onshore impacts of offshore gas and oil 
development, including feasibility of 
facility consolidation and land pipeline 
alternatives. 
The two proposals approved had been 
among four recommendations submitted 
by County Environmental Coordinator 
Albert F Reynolds. Reynolds also asked 


for the legal determination as to 
directing ARCO and Burmah to con­ 
solidate. and suggested that if this could 
be done the board will utilize $50,000 in 
oil spill settlement funds for an Office of 
Environmental Quality-managed en­ 
vironmental impact report. 


Attorney Stanley Abbott, speaking for 
Burmah. said the company has no plans 
to set up facilities in Las Flores Canyon. 
"We re not going to go there ... why 
spend $50,000 on something that won’t 
happen.” He dubbed the consolidation 
plan as "seeming to be insane.” 


"W e’ll either go to Dos Pueblos area 
or stay at Coal Oil Point where we have a 
legal non-conforming use.” he said. 
ARCO counsel Jeff Pendergast said his 
company feared there would be more 
substantial delays if the consolidation 
proposal was given support by the board.

Feds ask judge 
to jail Scotts 
in Hearst case 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (U PI) - U.S. At­ 
torneys said today they have asked a 
federal judge to send two reluctant 
witnesses to jail for their refusal to 
testify before a grand jury investigating 
the Patricia Hearst case. 
U.S. District Court Judge R. Dixon 
Herman was expected to announce a 
hearing date later this week for Micki 
McGee Scott and Martin S. Miller, who 
were granted immunity but refused to 
testify before the grand jury last week. 
Ms. Scott is the common-law wife of 
former Oberlin College athletic director 
Jack Scott, the target of the grand jury 
probe into charges Miss Hearst was hid­ 
den on a northeastern Pennsylvania 
farm allegedly rented by Scott. 
Both Miller and Scott’s wife are ac­ 
cused of "wilfully and contemptuously” 
disobeying Judge Herman’s order to 
answer the grand jury’s questions 


BOSTON (U PI) — Five hundred sing­ 
ing, chanting women, many with young 
children, marched on police lines around 
Charlestown High School today to 
protest court ordered busing of students 
to achieve desegregation. 
They were stopped by a double line of 
riot-garbed policemen. Two rows of 
motorcycles pulled up behind the 
marchers. The women stopped, sat in the 
street and began singing and chanting, 
"Here we go, Charlestown. Here we go.” 
Others said the Lord’s Prayer and the 
Hail Mary. 
There was no violence in the first 
major incident of the second day of the 
opening of Boston schools. Eighty-nine 
persons were arrested during the first 
two days of school. 
Earlier, two girls — one white and one 
black — in South Boston High School had 
what Headmaster William J. Reid 
termed a "racial” fight. Attendance at 
classes today increased over Monday’s 
opening. 
The women, marching three across, 
were stopped 150 feet from a crossroads 
in front of Charlestown High. Several 
pushed babies in carriages. One tot 
wearing a white plastic helmet clutched 
his mother’s hand. Police estimated the 
crowd at about 500. The only men were a 
few unofficial marshals wearing 
"Charlestown” armbands. 
Police Capt. William McDonald told 
the demonstrators they could march two 
across on the sidewalks around the 
square on which the Bunker Hill monu­ 
ment is located. 
Pat Russell, one of the demonstrators 
dressed in salt and pepper slacks and a 
blue blazer, replied through a bullhorn. 
"We re not going on the sidewalks. Just 
keep praying, not singing.” 
Ms. Russell earlier had told some of 
the marchers, "Only women and kids in 
this. If there’s trouble, then let the guys 
do what they must. Get on the phone and 
pass the word.” 
Two arrests as school opened today 
brought to 89 the total number arrested 


during the first two days of the city’s se­ 
cond year of desegregating its clas­ 
srooms under a federal court-ordered 
busing program. 
Gov. Michael S. Dukakis and Mayor 
Kevin H. White said they were pleased 
with the school opening. 
‘‘Things went reasonably w ell.’’ 
Dukakis said. "I hope that the days and 
weeks to come will be as peaceful and 
successful as yesterday.” 
Attendance was up at Charlestown 
High and South Boston High, and of­ 
ficials said a preliminary count showed 
almost double the number of black stu­ 
dents were at South Boston High today, 
compared with Monday. 
"It does appear that overall our atten­ 
dance is up today," said associate Supt. 
of Schools Charles Leftwich. Monday. 
58.9 per cent of the city’s 75.000 students 
were in class. 
Eight students walked out of 
Charlestown High for an undetermined 
reason shortly after classes began today. 
Seven policemen were injured during a 
series of rowdy incidents in the South 
Boston area during the night. One officer 
was hit with a dart, but was not hurt. 
Police arrested one person in the case on 
a charge of assault with a dangerous 
weapon. 
At Charlestown High. 358 students 
arrived for classes today 
263 whites, 
85 blacks and 10 others, officials said. 
Monday's attendance was 235 whites. 66 
blacks and 14 others for a total of 315.

Air Pollution Control District 
director John English said his 
department has been handicap­ 
ped by lack of manpower and 
loss by death of its original 
director since its inception four 
years ago. 


South Coast Air Basin of­ 
ficials meeting in Los Angeles 
Saturday as a unified district 


refused to fund the Santa Bar­ 
bara engineering position 
needed, bringing a comment by 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher 
that "maybe they’d be glad to 
be rid of us.” 


The vote for the third 
engineer for English’s depart­ 
ment was 5-0, although 
Fletcher sharply questioned 
English as to why the super­ 
visors weren’t alerted earlier to 
the situation.

Juvenile hall 
debate continues

The Board of Supervisors 
continued Monday to wrestle 
with and hear varied views on 
alternative proposals to a 
$750.000 north county juvenile 
hall 
Before taking action on alter­ 
native proposals of an ad hoc 
committee headed by Super­ 
visor Robert E. Kallman, the 
board decided to refer the mat­ 
ter to Presiding Superior Court 
Judge and Juvenile Judge Floyd 
C. Dodson for analysis and 
report next week. Judge 
Dodson, it was stated, could 
have the Juvenile Justice Com­ 
mission survey the situation as 
well. 
Kallman told the board he felt 
the county should convert the 
newly completed women’s unit 
of the Santa Maria sheriff s 
substation to a juvenile recep­ 
tion center such as was recom­ 
mended in the committee 
report. He also said he believed 
the county should purchase im­ 
mediately or lease mobile units 
similar to mobile classrooms 
for a north county juvenile 
court adjacent to the juvenile 
reception area and use this on a 
temporary basis. 
Also, he said, he supported 
the recommendation to set up 
an ad hoc juvenile justice 
master plan committee, and 
reserve $250,000 to implement 
the recommendations of the 
committee in the current fiscal 
year. Special emphasis could be 
given north county problems, 
he showed. 
Meanwhile, he felt, the 
countv should provide staff to 


develop group home resources 
and accelerate the release of 
juveniles who are detained for 
the mere reason they may not 
be processed quickly. 
Kallman in an update review 
of the alternatives plan told the 
supervisors that county 
representatives conferred last 
week with California Youth 
Authority regional director 
William Scully. He said Scully 
said other counties in the state 
have responded to calls for ad­ 
ditional secure structures by 
developing "alternatives to 
detention. 


But Mrs. Jerre Domingos, of 
Lompoc Valley, who has a 
licensed foster home, said she 
felt Kailman's committee had 
overlooked certain things and 
that statistics presented "are 
hard to follow.” She said that 
questions that needed answer­ 
ing at this time, in regard to the 
alternative plans, included the 
cost estimate, when the plan 
could be put in operation, 
specific people to run the 
program, and how much the 
county would pay the "profes­ 
sional parents.” 


Arnold Paul, attorney, asked 
the supervisors to get input 
from the County Bar Assn., and 
Gean Phelps, president of the 
Youth Advisory Board, said she 
has found widespread resent­ 
ment "to the plan to push 
through a juvenile hall in Santa 
Maria area.” She said "kids are 
riding around and getting 
picked up because of lack of 
facilities” that could help them.

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Christians, Moslems 
battle in Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Moslem leftists today besieged 
the northern village of Zghorta, 
hometown of Lebanese Presi­ 
dent Suleiman Franjieh, but 
failed in heavy fighting to 
penetrate the defense of Chris­ 
tian militiamen, a security 
forces statement said 


Casualties in the bitter sec­ 
tarian strife which spilled over 
from the port city of Tripoli 
topped 300 dead and wounded 
since fighting began nine days 
ago. 


"There has been heavy 
fighting in the area, but there 
has been no occupation of 


Zghorta by any other group,” 
the statement said. 
Franjieh summoned Premier 
Rashid Karami and his cabinet 
for an emergency afternoon 
meeting to decide whether to 
call in the army to put down the 
fighting. 
Rumors that Zghorta had 
fallen to the Moslems spread 
through Beirut after newspa­ 
pers published unconfirmed 
reports that a force of 3,000 lef­ 
tists had descended on the 
village, nine miles from 
Tripoli. 
The Christians in Zghorta 
mustered a defense force of 
2.000 from neighboring villages, 


the newspaper reports said. 
"The situation is deteriorat­ 
ing very badly,” said Interior 
Minister Camille Chamoun. 
“ Things are very grave " 
Latest reports from Tripoli 
said hundreds of Moslem lef­ 
tists had descended on the 
Christian villages of Zghorta 
about nine miles to the east and 
Majdlaya, about five miles 
away. 
Reporters trying to get to the 
scene of the fighting could only 
reach a point about half-way 
between Beirut and Tripoli 
before being stopped by a 
roadblock of huge boulders and 
burning auto tires. 


Ford confident of votes 


to back oil control veto 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President Ford 
believes his forthcoming veto of legislation to 
extend oil price controls must be upheld by 
Congress or action on an energy program would 
probably be stalled until after the 1976 election, 
Republican leaders said today. 
Congressional Democrats, in a last-ditch ef­ 
fort to muster support for an override vote, is­ 
sued a statement today saying the nation would 
face a “deepening economic crisis” if the veto is 
allowed to stand 
Ford was expected this afternoon to veto the 
bill continuing oil price controls for six months 
retroactively to Sept. 1 when the former controls 
expired. The Senate is scheduled to vote on the 
override attempt Wednesday. 
Ford met with GOP leaders for an hour and 45 
minutes today to discuss a range of subjects, in­ 
cluding the veto message. “ In my judgment the 
veto is likely to be sustained,” Senate 
Republican Leader Hugh Scott told reporters. 
Scott also restated Ford’s willingness to com­ 
promise on a 45-day extension of controls with a 
view toward enactment of a longer phase-out 
period, preferably 39 months. 
Scott warned that substantial progress in 
drafting an energy program would be virtually 


halted if the veto is overriden. “ The President 
feels unless the veto is sustained action would 
probably be stalled until after the 1976 election." 
Scott said 


The joint statement issued by Democratic 
leaders in the Senate and House said if the veto 
is overridden. Congress and the President can 
back off from confrontation and “ have an oppor­ 
tunity to put together in an orderly fashion a 
comprehensive energy program which will 
serve the interests of all the people of the United 
States.” 
They added, “ If the veto is not overridden, and 
nothing further is done, restraints on the price of 
petroleum products will disappear. The people 
and many small businesses will be faced with 
great hardships The country will confront a 
deepening economic crisis.” 


Democratic senators caucused Monday and 
said afterward they voted unanimously to con­ 
tinue the veto fight. 
“ It does not look optimistic,” Sen. Alan 
Cranston, D-Calif., said. 
“ It’s going to be tough," Sen. Henry Jackson, 
D-Wash . said. 
PUC official raps links 
of oil firms, utilities 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Recent links between California 
utilities and oil companies are opening the way for nationalization 
of energy, according to Phillip Blecher, state Public Utilities Com­ 
mission examiner. 
Such financial deals, he warned Monday, “ will start us down the 
road toward nationalization of the energy business.’ 
Blecher’s charge was in a report to the PUC disclosed at a news 
conference. In it, he criticized a Southern California Gas Co. 
request for a $640 million rate increase to finance Atlantic 
Richfield Co.’s exploration for natural gas in Alaska The PUC ap­ 
proved the request. 
The utility has the right under the arrangement to buy part of 
ARCO’s gas reserves on the Alaska North Slope. PUC commis­ 
sioners are considering a similar deal between Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. and Exxon Corp.

Younger says feds failed 
to get info on 'squeaky' 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
The Secret Service apparently 
failed to contact state officials 
about the background of Ly- 
nette "Squeaky” Fromme 
before she pointed a pistol at 
President Ford last week, ac­ 
cording to state Attorney 
General Evelle J. Younger. 
Younger told newsmen Mon­ 
day that he knew of no federal 
inquiries about the Charles 
Manson cult member to the 
state Department of Justice. 
Miss Fromme, 26, pointed a 
loaded .45 caliber pistol at the 
President Friday as he walked 
through Capitol Park in Sac­ 
ramento. She was disarmed by 
a Secret Service agent and was 
jailed in lieu of $1 million bail. 
“ I’ve asked all the people I 
know in our shop (the Justice 
Department) and they’ve said 
the Secret Service didn’t con­ 
tact us.” Younger said. 


“ We have a practice of mak­ 
ing everything available to 
them, but the Secret Service 
keeps its own counsel.” 
However, Younger avoided 
blaming the Secret Service for 
the alleged assassination at­ 
tempt: 


“ You just can’t keep every­ 
body who’s unstable under sur­ 
veillance. You can’t go in and 
lock up all the sick people in the 
community when the President 


is coming to town.” 
Younger suggested Miss 
Fromme, among other mem­ 
bers of the Charles Manson 
cult, had been mentally affect­ 
ed by taking LSD. 
“ (They) probably have taken 
enough acid that their minds 
are eaten away and they are 
mentally and emotionally ill. 
But you can’t arrest them for 
that.” 
He said tough gun control 
laws would not have prevented 
Friday’s incident because “ peo­ 
ple who are going to try to as­ 
sassinate a president aren’t go­ 
ing to apply for a firearm 
license.”

The 
girls m ust be active in their local 
churches, have a good sch olastic 
standing, show a financial need and be 
recommended by their own church. The 
girls must agree to enter into Christian 
service upon completion of their educa­ 
tion. 
Assistance is also given to girls on the 
Home and Overseas mission fields who 
have been recommended by workers on 
the field These girls are at many dif­ 
ferent levels of educational training. The 


girls in Mexico attend the Spanish Bap­ 
tist Seminary while those in Haiti attend 
schools which would compare somewhat 
with our high schools but these are 
schools of higher education. Bacone 
College for Indian girls is a two-year 
college. The girls in India are all in 
medical training at Vellore Medical 
Center, while in the Philippines it is at 
both college and graduate level at the 
Central Philippine University. 
Without the support of all the 
American Baptist churches in Southern 
California, there could be no scholarship 
program. This year, Lompoc First Bap­ 
tist Church plans an all-family “Hobo 
Night,” the evening of Sept. 19 in the 
church fellowship hall, all are to attend 
in hobo costumes and enjoy a big pot of 
“ hobo stew ,” eaten from tin cans.

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Fate of bargaining bill 
for public workers unsure 


THE BETTER HALF 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Legislation extending collective 
bargaining rights to California 
teachers and other public 
school employes has been sent 
to Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
but it is uncertain whether he 
will sign the measure. 
Winning final legislative ap­ 
proval Monday on a 25-7 Senate 
vote to accept Assembly 
amendments, the bill (SB167) 
does not grant the right to 
strike to the up to 450,000 
persons it affects. 
Brown unsuccessfully sought 
comprehensive collective bar­ 
gaining legislation earlier to 
cover all state and local public 
employes but said he was op­ 
posed to any “piecemeal” ap­ 
proach that would deal with 
only one segment of workers. 
Under current law, teachers 
organizations can meet and 
confer with their school district 
employers. Under the bill, 
teachers could choose a single 
bargaining union and negotiate 
a work contract. 


The measure, supported by 
state Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Wilson Riles, would 
create a three-member Educa­ 
tional Employment Relations 
Board appointed by Brown to 
administer the proposal and 
help mediate disputes. 


The author, Senate Education 
Committee Chairman Albert S. 
Rodda, D-Sacramento, said he 
had no commitment from the 
governor to sign the legislation 
and added, “I stopped talking to 
the governor a month ago about 
the bill.” 


“I thought he’d do his thing, 
and I’d do mine,” Rodda said 
The debate on it was brief and 
mainly concerned what issues 
would be subject to negotia­ 
tions. Rodda said the scope was 
limited to such things as 
salaries, working conditions, 
and class size but not “basic 
school policy.” 
However, Sen. Dennis Car­ 
penter, R-Newport Beach, con­ 
tended that teachers would be 


able to negotiate curriculum 
and the choice of textbooks un­ 
der the proposal. 
“Teachers want to negotiate 
and impose their will on 
governing boards, parents and 
students,” Carpenter said. 
The bill would cover teachers 
and school employes from 
kindergarten through the com­ 
munity colleges. It was 
supported by the politically 
powerful California Teachers 
Association, the California 
Federation of Teachers and by 
the California School Boards 
Association and the School Ad­ 
ministrators Association. 
Unlike other collective bar­ 
gaining measures for public 
employes, it failed to spark the 
bitter opposition and controver­ 
sy that legislation endorsed by 
Brown did earlier. 
Brown had personally nego­ 
tiated an attempt at putting 
together a comprehensive col­ 
lective bargaining bill for all 1.5 
million state and local public 
employes.

Rafters protest Melones Dam 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
About 100 white water rafting 
enthusiasts held a Capitol 
demonstration Monday to pro­ 
test against the New Melones 
Dam on Stanislaus River. 
Another 70 persons rallied on 
the Capitol grounds and urged 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. to 
sign legislation increasing 
taxes on liquor by $34 million a 
year for alcoholism programs. 
The theme of the protest 
against the New Melones Dam 
was, “It isn’t too late” to save 
the nine miles of white water 
which is prized for its challenge 
to rafters. 
Sen. Omer L. Rains, D- 
Ventura, told the crowd that 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
could stop construction by 
declaring his opposition to the 
dam. Rains said the Army Corp 


of Engineers would not proceed 
on projects without the support 
of the governor of the state. 


A spokesman for the adminis­ 
tration’s Water Resources De­ 
partment said if Brown were to 
oppose the dam it would “cer­ 
tainly carry some weight” with 
the federal government, but 
would not necessarily lead to a 
halt in construction. 


Earlier this year, the spokes­ 
man noted, the department sup­ 
ported an appropriation bill for 
the dam on the condition that 
New Melones Reservoir not be 
filled until the water is needed 
for agriculture or drinking. The 
white water rafting portion of 
the river would be saved until 
the dam was full. 
Rafters lost an effort last 
year, through Prop. 17 on the 


November ballot, to have por­ 
tions of the Stanislaus placed 
within the state’s Wild and 
Scenic River System, thus 
protecting the white water. At 
the time, Brown supported the 
ballot initiative 
A private alcoholism council 
and machinists union officials 
sponsored the rally in support 
of the liquor tax increase They 
billed the gathering as perhaps 
the first rally in recent time in 
support of a tax increase. 


Brown, who has repeatedly 
said he is against any 
“general” tax increase this 
year, has until midnight Sept. 
14 to sign or veto the liquor tax 
bill (SB204) by Sen. Arlen 
Gregorio, D-San Mateo, or it 
will become law without his 
signature. 


Bill would close tax loophole 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
tax loophole which reportedly 
helped former Gov. Ronald 
Reagan avoid paying state in­ 
come taxes in 1971 would be 
partially closed under a bill 
which has won Senate approval. 
The bill (AB1206) by Assem­ 
blyman Daniel Boatwright, D- 
Concord, was approved Monday 
on a 24-11 vote and returned to 
the Assembly for concurrence 
in Senate amendments. It 
would reduce by $25 million a 
year the “preference income” 
tax shelter for wealthy tax­ 
payers. 
It is one of four major 
measures sought by Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. to eliminate 
what he calls special tax 
privileges for big business and 
wealthy individuals. 
Although Reagan’s income 
tax returns are confidential, 
Boatwright said the former 
governor made use of the 
preference income tax shelter 
as a gentleman farmer to help 
reduce his state income tax 
liability to zero in 1971. Reagan 
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said he did pay a federal tax. 
In brief debate, Sen. Dennis 
Carpenter, R-Newport Beach, 
said the bill “will close the door 
on farmers who want capital.’’ 
He referred to farmers with 
small and medium incomes.

Instead of the 1 to 11 per cent 
scale of tax rates charged on 
regular income, preference in­ 
come is tax free on the first 
$30,000 and the rate is a flat 2.5 
per cent for amounts over that.

Robinson gave it a lot of thought, maybe 
all of 30 seconds, then made up his mind 
He’s hitting .195. and having his worst 
time with the bat since he first began 
playing ball back in the third grade, but 
he’s not quitting He isn't going to hang 
'em up 
“ I ’m gonna play next y e a r., 
.somewhere,’’ says Baltimore’s 38-year- 
old third baseman, a cinch to wind up in 
Baseball’s Hall of Fame after he’s 
finished “I'd like to stay in Baltimore, 
tout if things don’t work out that way. I 
still wanna play. I’m not gonna be in any 
hurry to hang 'em up ” 


J At the end of each season for the past 
few years now. Frank Cashen, the 
O rioles’ highly capable executive vice 
and general manager, has sat 
with Robinson and had a private 


talk with him. Cashen generally starts 
off asking Robinson how he feels, then 
works his way around to other related 
subjects. Like whether Robinson wishes 
to continue playing and for how much 
money? The Orioles are paying him 
$125,000 now. 
The two men will have their little talk 
again in five or six weeks and Robinson 
will tell Cashen he tfants to play again, 
only this time he is |likely to get a dif­ 
ferent answer than he did a year ago 
when he finished up hitting .288. The 
Orioles may tell Brooks Robinson there 
is a chance he might finish his career in 
some other city. 
In the past, they’d never consider a 
deal for him They felt he should finish 
where he started, the same as Joe 
DiMaggio, Ted Williams, Mickey Mantle 
and A1 Kaline did. 
Now. though, Baltimore no longer is 
able to afford the luxury of carrying 


three glove men like Mark Belanger, 
Paul Blair and Robinson at the same 
time, and with Doug DeCinees, their 
good-looking 25-year-old third baseman 
at the point where the Orioles have to 
either play him or deal him, Robinson 
becomes expendable for the first time 
since he joined the club 20 years ago. 
It is doubtful whether any club would 
give very much for him and that means 
if Robinson does play next year and 
doesn’t hit any more than he’s hitting 
now. he’d be a benchwarmer. He fully 
understands that. 


“I’m gonna play next year and that’ll 
be it,” he says. “This year I’ve just been 
struggling No excuses. I just haven’t 
been swinging the bat good. I honestly 
don’t think I’ve regressed that far. I 
don’t see how anybody can go back that 
far in one year.’’ 
Fundamentally, 
Robinson’s trouble 


has been a slow bat. He has driven in 50 
runs, only nine less than last year, but 
hasn't been getting around on the fast 
ball too well. 
In the field, he is pretty much the same 
Brooks Robinson he always has been, the 
human vacuum cleaner as they call him. 
who has whisked up everything in sight 
and won 15 straight Gold Glove awards 
since 1960 
Against Cleveland in the opener of a 
doubleheader a week ago. he came up 
with four extraordinary fielding plays in 
three innings and Baltimore vice presi­ 
dent Jack Dunn, who has seen Robinson 
play more games than anyone else, 
called it the greatest single perfor­ 
mance of his entire career 
Next night during infield practice, he 
took 30-35 ground balls off the bat of 
coach George Staller. He has been doing 
the same thing for nearly two decades 
now.

Kevin Drake, smooth and agile center- 
fielder, and Gary Hargis, scrappy line- 
drive hitting shortstop were teammates 
on the Cabrillo Conqs baseball team.

Optimism alone won’t get you into the major leagues, 
so Kevin is heading for St. Petersburg, Fla. next week to 
play in an instructional league.

They call him Hard-nosed Hargis because of his 
tendency to stay in the lineup daily in spite of the minor 
but nagging injuries that plague baseball players — 
pulled, sprained and tired muscles; blisters and cuts and 
bruises. 
And the nickname also comes from his tendency to 
scoot over directly in front of ground balls that more 
often than not take erratic bounces on the bumpy minor 
league infields. 
"Some of the guys in the league take the ball off to the 
side,” says Hargis, who committed a team-leading 44 
errors at shortstop for *he single-A Salem Pirates. “That 
way, if it takes a bad hop, it doesn’t hit them in the chest 
for an error — it hops by them for a base hit. I didn’t mind 
making errors as long as they were aggressive errors. 
“Early in the year I had a fielding slump. I asked Todd 
Cruz, the shortstop for Rocky Mount, to help me. He’s the 
best shortstop I’ve seen in the minors. He told me it was 
best to field with one hand. I also went to a bigger glove, 
and started fielding better. I went 25 games without an 
error in the second half of the season.” 
At bat Gary was steady if not spectacular. He hit .270, 
which put* him among the league’s top 15'batsmen (only 
one league batter hit better than .300). He led the Pirates 
in at-bats (482) and doubles (27), was second in hits (130) 
and runs (66), drove in 54 runs, and stole 16 bases. 
“For my first pro season, I wasn’t really disappointed. 
I think I can hit a little bit higher.” 
Gary is likely to be promoted to double-A ball next 
year, especially if he performs well in the instructional 
league in Bradenton, Fla. 
Hargis discovered this year that pro baseball is a long 
season. 
“We had only three scheduled days off. I got tired in the 
middle of the season. But since the season is so long, if 
you get in a slump, you don’t worry about it. You’re going 
to hit about four, or five slumps anyway.” 
And he discovered that “the minor leagues really is the 
bush leagues.” 
The bus rides stretched out as long as 10 hours. The 
playing fields were lopsided (“High school fields are a lot 
better ” ) And meals were not catered. 
“I hated cooking for myself, but by the time we would 
get done playing, everthing was closed except Mc­ 
Donald’s. I’d cook something and eat it for two weeks 
straight, then go on to something else.” 
The Pittsburgh Pirates, who received high reports from 
Gary’s manager, John Lipon, hope their high draft choice 
will soon be dining in style, in the big leagues.

Missouri wins 20-7 
Tigers leave 'Bama crimson-faced 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (UPI) - 
Alabama’s bid for a fourth perfect 
season in five years didn’t last long. 
The second-ranked Crimson Tide, 
favored by 20 points, was soundly 
trounced 20-7 Monday night by the Mis­ 
souri Tigers. 
“They kicked the hell out of us. What 
more can I say,” said Alabama Coach 
Bear Bryant in a subdued voice. 
The beating was almost as bad as the 
one Alabama took from Missouri in the 
1968 Gator Bowl. That time, in the last 
previous meeting between the two 
teams, Missouri won 35-10 without com­ 
pleting a pass. 
The Tigers only completed four passes 
Monday night but they had the running of 
225-pound tailback Tony Galbreath —and 
that was the big difference, although the 
Missouri defense deserved a big share of 


the credit. 
Galbreath got 89 of his 120 rushing 
yards during the first half when the 
Tigers scored all of their points and so 
completely dominated play that they 
scored on four of the five times they had 
the football. 
“I think we were pretty fortunate not 
to be beaten worse,” said Bryant. “They 
beat us worse than the score indicates. ’’ 
The loss was only the second in the last 
45 regular season games for the Crimson 
Tide and the other, coincidentally, was 
also here at Legion Field— a 17-16 upset 
by Auburn in the final game of the 1972 
season 
“All in all, it was a good old sound 
country beating,” Bryant said of Monday 
night's debacle in which Alabama didnjt 
score until the final period. "I don’t 
know how we’ll react. If we’re the kind 


of people I think we are. we’ll work at it 
and try to improve. If we don’t, it will be 
the longest season ever around here. ” 


Missouri jumped in front the very first 
time it got the ball, driving 58 yards with 
Galbreath getting 48 of that and the final 
three to put the Tigers ahead 7-0 with 
eight minutes gone in the first period. 
The next time Missouri got the ball Kim 
Gibbons kicked a 44-yard field goal to 
make it 10-0 with 1:53 left in the first 
period. 


Five plays later, Missouri recovered a 
fumble and John Blakeman went across 
from nine yards out to make it 17-0 with 
only 3:09 gone in the second period. Mis­ 
souri’s final points came on a 46-yard 
field goal by Gibbons with 1 40 left in the 
first half.

Tackle Jon Kolb, 55, guard 
Jim Clack. 50. guard Sam Davis, 57, center-guard Mike Webster, 
52. and center Ray Mansfield, 56, were all originally centers when 
they came into pro ball All except Webster preceded the number­ 
ing system. 


Q Are any m ajor league players now swinging the aluminum 
bats like the little leaguers, the high school players and even some 
at the college level do? In a m ajor league game, I saw one hitter 
come to the plate with a bat that looked pretty dark and could have 
been aluminum — Walter (Pete) Fears, 
A Aluminum bats are still out. Section 1.10 of Official Baseball 
Rules stipulates the bat shall be “one piece of solid wood" or "two 
or more pieces of wood bonded together with an adhesive" so that 
the grain runs lengthwise. 


Q What team s has Alvin Dark managed in his m ajor league 
career? Paul Fortin. 
A. Pious Alvin is with his fourth major league club as a skipper 
— the San Francisco Giants, Kansas City A’s, Cleveland Indians 
and Oakland A s. Technically you could lump KC qnd Oakland 
together because both were Finley productions. Ironically, though 
Alvin played in six different cities, he has managed in none of 
them

Can you give me som e inform ation about old tim e 
heavyweight fighter Jack Johnson, like how he becam e champion, 
known fighters he fought and the White Hope he fought in Havana? 
— Carl Derwae. 
A. Jack Johnson, called Little Artha (his middle name was 
Arthur), a proud and in many ways tragic figure, won the title in 
1908. at the age of 30, by knocking out 5-7 Tommy Burns. He lost it 
in 1915 to 6-6 Jess Willard in the 26th round at Havana, when he was 
accused of shading his eyes from the sun while being counted out. 
In between he battered such greats as Stanley Ketchel and Jim Jef­ 
fries and lived in France several years in exile. 


Q What was Babe Ruth’s total lifetime number of tim es at bat? 
How many home runs did Henrv Aaron make in the sam e number? 
— D H 
A When Hank Aaron had 8.399 at-bats (Ruth’s career total), he 
had 489 homers — a figure for which I have to thank Seymour 
Siwoff of the Elias Sports Bureau.

A You should be between 20 and 32 years old, stand at least 5-9 
and weigh proportionately (not 280 pounds). Some experience in 
high school or am ateur sandlot baseball is desirable. There are 
three umpire schools recognized by a joint m ajor leagues com m it­ 
tee as a developing ground for minor league umpires. Two are in 
Florida — January in Daytona Beach, February in St. Petersburg 
— and one in California — at Mission Hills in January. Sessions last 
about four weeks and enrollment fee is about $300. The committee, 
composed of executives from both leagues, passes on applicants 
from the schools. Last year, 48 graduates among 240 students got 
minor league jobs The minors are then scouted for future m ajor 
league umpires by Barney Deary, in charge of the Umpire 
Development Program (which has a budget of $216,000).

Maybe it would, but our ex­ 
perience is that when East 
opens the bidding and his 
partner gives him a raise, he is 
going to game with any sort of 
excuse. 
Anyway, when East did bid 


game our ostrich-like North 
pulled his head out of the sand 
and bid five diamonds. 
Perfect defense would have 
set South three tricks, but after 
the defenders failed to shift to 
clubs on time, South was able to 
set up dummy’s jack of hearts 
for a club discard. 
‘‘Nice play, partner,” said 
North. ‘‘Down 300 isn’t bad.” 
‘‘Like tilting at windmills,” 
replied South. If you had bid 
three diamonds right away you 
wouldn’t have been impelled to 
bid five. Neither would I and we 
would have set four spades one 
trick to show a profit of 100 
points instead of a loss of 300.”

A leash for OSHA? 


For more than a year now, 
the Occupational Safety and 
Health Act (OSHA) has come 
under increasing fire from 
businesses throughout the na­ 
tion for its often arbitrary 
manner of handling health and 
safety violations. 
Now, as a result of a myriad 
of formal complaints to the 
Secretary of Labor, OSHA is 
being told to go a little easier 
on businesses who are found 
not to comply with stringent 
OSHA regulations regarding 
proper safety and health 
precautions within working 
areas. 
The favorite child of labor, 
OSHA has operated in a void 
as far as any type of self­ 
regulation is concerned. 
Generally a business found 
with one or more violations is 
simply slapped with a fine and 
th at’s that. Predictably, 
businessmen haven’t par­ 
ticu larly enjoyed being 
tre a te d w ith so little 
deference, and have com­ 
plained steadily about that 
situation. Finally, their com­ 
plaints have begun to pay off. 
While we must conform to 
OSHA’s often picayune safety 


controls, and often join those 
who roundly condemn OSHA 
procedures, we don’t want to 
see this most important ad­ 
ministration castrated by its 
multitude of detractors. 
Certainly many of the cases 
of OSHA ex cesses are 
justifiably criticized and 
should be analyzed by some 
higher authority. Without 
question, any government 
bureaucracy which operates 
as unfettered as has OSHA will 
tend to indulge itself in its own 
power, as has the 1RS for ex­ 
ample. And the reasons for 
OSHA being in existence at all 
remain the same. Worker 
safety has not been a prime 
concern'among some busines­ 
ses and a lack of se lf­ 
regulation nearly always 
results in eventual govern­ 
ment regulation. 
We hope Secretary of Labor 
Dunlop arrives at some happy 
medium in his handling of 
OSHA ... neither dulling its 
teeth entirely nor permitting 
that administration to ram­ 
pantly continue its foray 
through the world of industry 
biting and snapping at will, 
and damn the results.

the gift, Mrs. Johnson spent part of her 
weekend making some identification 
stakes out of Venetian blind slats. 
I once got a fine desk thingamabob 
with my name engraved on it from the 
Lompoc Valley Chess Club, spurred, I 
think, by the conspiracy of Paul 
Thompson and John Rocha, who sprang 
it on me in the midst of a youth chess 
awards program in the library. I 
proceeded to go all to pieces, a fact that 
clearly shows I’m not used to such ac­ 
colades. 
In addition to all the other things I felt 
last F riday, I had a feeling of 
gratefulness, gratefulness that the iris 
society now appears firmly established. 
This is the society’s third year officially, 
but several years before that period an 
oftentimes lonely band of followers 
would turn out for the early society 
meetings.

I’ve forgotten how it hap­ 
pened, but de Marrais, who is coor­ 
dinator of vocational education for Lom­ 
poc Unified School District, came up 
with the fine routed redwood sign 
proclaiming “Marguerite Hall Iris Test 
Garden, Lompoc.” It was just about that 
time that two key members of the pre­ 
sent board of directors, Rosalie McVicar 
and Nell Johnson came into the picture. 
The advent of those two and about 20 
others who turned out for a tour of iris 
gardens a year later, signaled the com­ 
ing of age of the society. Now the society 
has about 50 members and more are in 
the wings, I’m sure. 
This is not intended to be a history of 
the society, which for those who don’t 
know was founded to honor the memory 
of the la te V andenberg V illage 
hybridizer. 
All these thoughts came together Fri­ 
day. 


Without digging into the merits of the

Prime Minister Yitz- 
bak Rabin was shown 
in a recent poll to have 
the support of less 
than a majority for the 
concessions made to 
achieve a disengage­ 
ment in the Sinai. 
Angry opposition in 
the parliament and in 
the streets threatens 
the future of the Rabin 
coalition. 
Israeli negotiators 
who came to Washington to wrap up the 
details before Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger ventured on his shuttle did not 
conceal their disappointment over the 
outcome. They believed that with so 
much concentration on the lines of 
Israeli withdrawal from the Gidi and Mi- 
tla passes and surrender of the Abu 
Rudeis oil fields they had failed to get 
enough in return from Egypt. 
Understandable though this is, it 
seems to me to ignore the fundamental 
Arab position. That is the demand for 
return of all the Arab lands occupied 
after the 1967 war. Should we pay a 
price, the Arabs ask, to get back what is 
rightfully ours? 
And it is this demand that makes any 
further long-term peace look, in a word, 
impossible. For the Israelis, with their 
remarkable zeal and capacities, have 
been build in g on th e o ccu p ied 
territories; kibbutz in the Golan Heights, 
large construction in East Jerusalem, a 
whole complex in Sharm El-Shek, the 
outlet to the Red Sea. Any government in 
Jerusalem that proposed to give these 
territories would be quickly repudiated. 
But another cause of uncertainty is the 
state of the Israeli economy. Immigra­ 
tion into the country is at the lowest 
point in five years and immigration, at 
the rate of 3 per cent of the population a 
year, is essential to growth and stability. 
Emigration out of Israel was estimated 
in the last 12 months at 20,000, mostly the 
young. 
Military and economic aid from the 
United States becomes therefore of the 
first importance. The Rabin government 
puts the figure at $3 billion, or even $3.2 
billion. This would include up to $350 
million as compensation for loss of the 
oil from the Abu Rudeis fields. The total 
would be divided between military and 
economic aid. 
Kissinger has said Congress will balk 
at such a figure. He has suggested a pos­ 
sible $2 billion. This is unlikely to satisfy 


Jerusalem nor will it be acceptable to 
the staunch adherents of Israel in the 
Senate and the House 
As for Cairo, President Anwar Sadat 
cannot wait too long for some means to 
shore up his shaky economy and give his 
30 million people some reason to believe 
their rising expectations will be met. A 
consortium of sorts is being put together 
by western nations with the United 
States assuming a leading role. 
The Libyan fanatic, Muammar Qad- 
dafi, is doing his best by one means and 
another to bring Sadat down. Syria’s 
President Hafez Assad will look with 
dark suspicion on the new disengage­ 
ment agreement and Assad has a close 
tie with the Russians who have supplied 
him w ith quantities of advanced 
weapons. 
For Assad, disengagement on the 
Golan Heights has first priority. This 
will be Kissinger’s next undertaking and 
a more difficult one. While, since the fall 
of Vietnam, Americans have more and 
more turned away from foreign involve­ 
ment, active concern with the fate of 
Israel continues high on the list. This is 
ascribed in part at least to the Zionist 
lobby.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - There is 
growing evidence U.S. economic aid is 
largely wasted in those underdeveloped 
countries where farmers don’t own their 
own land. 


Yet. strangely, it is precisely for such 
countries that the bulk of individual U.S. 
aid is currently earmarked — lands like 
India, Parkistan and 
Bangladesh. 
Moreover, there is 
no ev id e n c e th a t 
p u m p in g 
m u lti- 
millions in assistance 
to such nations en­ 
courages effective 
change. Unlike trends 
in the U.S., Japan, 
Taiw an and South 
Korea, the rich get 
richer and the poor 
poorer, and infant 
mortality remains at 
alarmingly high rates. 
Our aid to countries lacking land 
reform seems to fail, even when we 
directly and indirectly pump in millions 
for dams, roads, electricity, currency 
su p p o rt, c o o p e ra tiv e s and for 
agricultural improvements — where 
land reform is missing. 
Some of the countries with the worst 


A recent article in The New York 
Times gave details on how Zionist ac­ 
tivists, working through sympathetic 
members of Congress, had blown the 
news of the impending sale of Hawk mis­ 
siles to Jordan.

showing, in fact, are those in which, we 
fanfare, we introduced major new 
strains of rice — as a part of the green 
revolution. The escalation in oil prices, 
blamed by many, applied to most un­ 
derdeveloped countries and therefore 
does not explain away the startling con­ 
trasts between those which made major 
strides and those which did not. 
Listen to Dr. Roy Prosterman of the 
University of Washington, who, with 
colleagues, has recently completed a 
comparative study of land reform, infant 
mortality and other factors which, 
statistically at least, correlate with in­ 
creasing agricultural productivity and 
self-sufficiency in underdeveloped 
countries: 
“ ... technology, without motivation, is 
not enough, and the tenant farmers and 
landless laborers of countries like India 
and the Philippines have shown — in 
every single country, every one — that 
they will not make the vital on-farm im­ 
provements, such as new drainage and 
water systems and land leveling, that 
are crucial to producing a good first crop 
and absolutely prerequisite to producing 
any second of third annual crop. Non- 
owners will not make these or other es­ 
sential agricultural improvements...” 
According to Prosterman’s data, the 
three nations in East Asia which have 
done best in increasing rice production in 
the past quarter century — Japan, South 
Korea and Taiwan — ended their 
landlord systems before 1953. 
By contrast, increases in rice output 
per acre in India, Pakistan and the 
Philippines, where there has been little 
or no progress in land reform — have 
been a third to a fourth as great. 
The wheat story is the same. Mexico, 
which redistributed land effectively 
years back, more than tripled output per 
acre between 1951 and 1974. Pakistan and 
India, despite large am ounts of 
agricultural aid and technical as­ 
sistance, did only a fourth as well.

No 
wonder he can see no rational reason for 
a fundamental school; his preoccupation 
with philosophy must cloud his percep­ 
tion of the real world. Regrettably, we 
are subjected to the worn-out equation of 
patriotism with fascism. We are warned 
that if we emphasize patriotism, “we 
again will be lowering ourselves to the 
level of a fascist state.” Again? I am un­ 
certain the writer knows which nation he 
is in. 
We can no more define standards for 
patriotism than we can for “open- 
mindedness” ; however, we can certainly 
emphasize the accomplishments of the 
many who have enabled this republic to 
endure for nearly two hundred years. If 
we take for granted our unparalleled 
standard of living and berate our 
economic system, who will stand by our 
country? Without discipline, respect for 
authority, and some moral values, who 
can enjoy his existence in our society 
“based on progress” without fear that 
his neighbor will usurp everything he 
owns? Certainly, there are flaws in our 
patriotism and our morals, as there are 
flaws in our nation and humanity. We 
stand to lose if we discard them in favor 
of an idealism based on a faulty percep­ 
tion of mankind. 
Our recent liberalism had yielded us a 
society in which, economists warn us, 
one-half the poulation may soon be sup­ 
porting the other half. Our drug crazed 
youth, lacking both the fundamentals and 
purpose for survival, may be expected to 
arise to the occasion of a progressive 
world without guidance from us. Little is 
to be gained by calling proven methods, 
“fascist.” and discarding them in favor 
of experiments. 
We as parents are more to blame for 
the state of affairs than the educators.
